First 
followed by the early Spanish explorers, who gave 
the stream its name (Las Plumas—the feathers) it 
later led the emigrants from the East through its 
passes to the E] Dorado which they sought. Ten 
years ago the Western Pacific railroad was com- 
pleted through this canyon and its beauties have 
been thrown open to the thousands who have come 
over that line. To many other thousands, particu- 
larly those who live in California and Nevada, this 
road has opened the new and wonderful playground 
and vacation land found all along this stream— 
heretofore shut off because of its inaccessibility. 
@ The railroad passes over the summit at Beck- 
with, two thousand feet lower than any other pass. 


This lower altitude does away with the necessity 
of snow sheds and assures a practically open-all- 
the-year route, as evidenced by the fact that the 
Governor of Nevada sent a message to the Goy- 
ernor of California by auto over this route on 
January 21, 1917, in twenty-six hours. 

@ Ever since the opening of the railroad this 
Feather River country has been the favored vaca- 
tion place of thousands, every season, who found 
accommodation in country hotels, family resorts, 
camps and fishing lodges.

= | F you know anything about fishing, it is 
4B) not necessary to tell you that the Feather 
[eso River country is one of the finest fishing 
grounds in America. ‘The streams of this district 
abound with the gamey trout and are kept stocked 
to the limit each season by the California Fish and 
Game Commission. Up here, the trout season 
opens the first of May and does not close until 
November 30th. It is either an amateur, or a 
very lazy fisherman, who cannot get the legal 
limit each day if he wants it. The limit is fifty 
fish or ten pounds and one fish. Besides the 
stream fishing there are a number of lakes of 
various sizes roundabout, where good catches can 
always be made. If you have your own tackle 
, and equipment (and what experienced fisherman 
has not) you will find every opportunity to use it. 
If you have no full equipment, don’t let that stop 
you. Here are expert guides who will provide 
you with everything and will show you just the 
places where you can get the big ones. 
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trout each year by the California Fish and Game Commission, 


@ Some of the most enthusiastic fishermen of each 
season are those who came up unprepared and got 
into the game after they got here. For the “‘old- 
timers,” who know the game there are early morn- 
ing breakfasts and good lunches to take along— 
and if they come in all tired out after a day’s hard 
going, they don’t have to wait to change their 
clothes before dinner, for ““dress as you want to” 
is the rule here. 


@ Fishing is perhaps the principal pastime, (why 
not, in the heart of the country’s finest fishing) 
but there are other outdoor sports. You can bring 
your shotgun along and find ample place to use it, 
for the doves, mountain quail and grouse are plen- 
tful during the season. From August 14th to 
October 14th is the open season for deer and this is 
real sport. The limit is two bucks and if you 
don’t get them, it’s your own fault. Our guides 
can take you where they are. Besides the deer 
there are mountain lion and bear to test your skill 
as a sportsman.

If you bring up your own motor there are 
miles of excellent mountain roads to some of the 
most interesting places in the State. If you don’t 
bring your car, you can get one at the Inn garage 
at reasonable rates. If you would rather ride, 
there are saddle horses to be had—vwell trained 
and experienced in mountain travel. On these you 
can make novel explorations in the mountain fast- 
nesses roundabout. If this does not appeal, go in for 
tramps along the trails, to the mines, to the lakes, 
to the pine forests, to the villages, and down the 
stream. No one can fail to enjoy these walks in 
the crisp mountain air—take your lunch and eat it 
in the woods by the river and come back to the 
hotel ravenous for dinner and send back your plate 
as often as you like.

| ROM Sacramento to the Inn, there is a 
choice of three routes. The first of these 
leads over the State Highway-paved road 
—to Marysville and on to Oroville at the mouth 
of the Feather River Canyon—distance 72 miles. 
From Oroville, a good mountain road leads up 
the Canyon to Quincy, in Plumas County, and 
then on to the Inn, a distance of 110 miles, 
making a total of 182 miles of mountain driving 
for the day. 


@ The second route, which is perhaps the most 
popular, goes from Sacramento over the State 
Highway, to Marysville, then to Downieville, 
Sierra City, Sattley, then on to the Inn. By this 
road it is 165 miles. 


@ The third route takes the motorist from Sacra- 
mento over the Emigrant Gap road to Truckee, 
by way of Auburn, Colfax, Towle. From 
Truckee, which is at the summit, to Hobart Mills, 
and then on to the Inn, makes a speedometer read- 
ing of 170 miles.
